A DRUG network of 15 people has been 
dismantled in the latest operation by 
VOCU - the council- funded unit set 
up to fight violent crime. 

Detectives from the Violence and 
Organised Crime Unit were present to see 
the 14 being sentenced at Woolwich Crown 
Court last Friday. 

Detectives, supported by the local 
neighbourhood policing team, set up 
Operation Fisheagle in June last year, after 


identifying a drug dealing network in and 
around Plumstead High Street. 

The operation followed information from 
locals that the gang had resorted to violent 
to protect their market. 

VOCU officers identified 15 people working 
together to supply crack cocaine and heroin 
around the clock, earning between £2,000 
and £3,000 a day in sales. 

Cracked pipes, urine, human faeces and baby

wipes were among signs left behind by the 
drug dealers and users. 

The 15 were arrested as part of a London- 
wide operation last September and were 
all charged with conspiracy to supply 
crack cocaine and heroin. 

Last Friday seven men were jailed for 
a total of 30 years while seven juveniles 
received Youth Referral Orders between 
12 and 18 months. Another juvenile will be 
sentenced at a later date. 

The court heard how the young people 
were sent out on the streets to face the 
risk of conflict with rival dealers, or 
arrest, while gang leaders remained in the 
background directing operations. 

DCI Mike Balcombe said: “We continue to 
work tirelessly, together with Greenwich 
Council, to ensure that we divert young 
people involved in drug dealing away from 
it. We have a wide support network that 
allows us to remove young people from 
criminality whilst offering them a chance 
to start again”. 

Councillor Chris Roberts, leader of the 
royal borough said: “Many congratulations 
to all those involved in bringing about 


these very significant convictions. 
They are the result of many months of 
hard work, professionalism and a clear 
determination to dismantle serious and 
violent criminal activity where it exists 
in our communities. We can be confident 
that these convictions will have made a 
serious dent in criminal activity across 
Greenwich.” 

The royal borough has provided 
£2.7million in funding for the VOCU since 
2008, which has contributed to major falls 
in serious and violence crimes at a greater 
rate than in London as a whole. 

So far this year, the dedicated unit has 
recovered £17,000 from criminals together 
with a large amount of class A and B drugs 
amounting to a total street value of over 
£700,000. 

The unit has also made a total of 301 
arrests in 2012/2013, with 182 suspects 
charged. 

Cllr Roberts added: “We can be proud 
that the royal borough’s decision to fund 
the VOCU team has helped bring about 
many hundreds of arrests, successful 
court convictions and taken many 
criminals, weapons and large quantities of 
illegal drugs off our streets.”

Supermarket sets up shop in new development 



SAINSBURY’S Local has checked 
out with the largest shop unit 
at the new Greenwich Square 
development. 

The supermarket is the first 
retailer confirmed for a new housing 
development on the site of the former 
Greenwich District Hospital in East 
Greenwich. 

The new convenience store is due 
to open its doors in 2014, as part of a 
shopping complex that will include 
both boutiques and larger chain 
shops. 

It’s part of the £225 million Greenwich 
Square scheme, which includes 645 new 
homes and new community facilities, 
including cafes and restaurants set 
around a large open public square, 
designed to create a central ‘social 
hub’. 

The new public square will provide 
access to a library, a new leisure centre 
with gym, swimming pools, cafe and 
creche and a new royal borough service 
centre where locals can access a range 
of council services under one roof. 

The project is being led by the council 
in partnership with developers Hadley 
Mace - a joint venture between the 
company - London and Quadrant 
Housing association and NHS 
Greenwich with support from the 
London Mayor. 


Cllr Sajid Jawaid, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for customer services, 
said: “This marks a significant 
step forward in bringing this new 
community to life. We are very pleased 
to have such a well-established brand 
confirmed as a local retailer at such 
an early stage and look forward to

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Marking Dickie's sacrifice 


A MEMORIAL commemorating 
the life of a Battle of Britain 
hero was unveiled last week on 
Blackheath. 

The stone monument was erected 
at The Point, a small park just 
off Blackheath Hill, where Flight 
Lieutenant Richard ‘Dickie’ 
Reynell’s plane crashed during an 
assault by the German Luftwaffe on 
September 7 1940. 

The Australian pilot was attacking 
a formation of Nazi bombers when 
he was caught in a hail of enemy 
bullets. 

He bailed out but his parachute 
never opened, and he was found 
dead 100 yards from the flaming 
wreckage of his Hawker Hurricane. 
He was just 28 years old. 

A minute’s silence was marked 
at the ceremony on June 28, and a 
solitary bugler blew the Last Post. 

Reynell’s great nephew, David 
Caillard, a retired RAF vice marshal 
was in attendance with his wife, 
Margaret-Ann, alongside army 
cadets from Woolwich and Mayor of 
Greenwich, Cllr Angela Cornforth. 

Blackheath child of WW2, Alan Lee 
Williams - who penned the memoir 
A Couple of Duffers Go To War - was 
also present. 

The engraved stone is part of the 
Shoreham Aircraft Museum’s RAF 
memorials project to honour fallen 
Battle of Britain pilots within a 10- 
mile radius of its Kent HQ.

Passing of 
church leader 

THE founder of the New Wine Chuch, Dr Tayo 
Adeyemi has died. 

Dr Adeyemi, a borough dean, passed away on 
June 30 after a brief illness. He was 48 years 
old. The former medical doctor set up the 
church in 1 993, and built the congregation to 
more than 5,000. 

He went on trips to Papua New Guinea, South 
Africa and India, where he founded a leper 
colony and supported 55 families. 

He provided support to disaster relief 
efforts to victims of the Asian tsunami, the 
earthquake in Pakistan and in Haiti. 

Pastor Michael Olawore, from the New Wine 
Church said: "We mourn the loss of Dr Tayo 
Adeyemi, an inspirational and irreplaceable 
leader, loving husband, father and friend. 
However we celebrate the impact of his 
life, work and are challenged to follow his 
example of dedication, courage, humility and 
unforgettable servanthood. Our prayers are 
for his wife, three sons and the family of New 
Wine Church."

THE UK’s first - and now largest - 
leisure trust and charitable social 
enterprise is celebrating its 20th 
anniversary. 

Greenwich Leisure Limited (GLL) 
has its headquarters at Middlegate 
House, at the Royal Arsenal, 
Woolwich, and is the leading provider 
of sport and leisure facilities across 
London and the South East. 

It manages more than 115 facilities - 
including libraries and leisure centres 
in the borough - with 450,000 members 
and 6,000 staff with 38million visits to 
GLL-run centres each year, and 60,000 
schoolchildren attending swimming 
classes each week. 

GLL was established as an employee- 
owned trust by Greenwich Council in 
1993, looking for a new way to run its 
leisure centres in a climate of major 
government budget cuts. A staff-led 
charitable social enterprise was the 
ground-breaking solution - and GLL 
was born. 

The social enterprise model, which 
enabled GLL to grow and diversify 
while sticking to its community- 
focused ethos, has been replicated in 
more than 120 local authorities across 
the UK. 

The expansion outside Greenwich 
began in 1996. As well as leisure 
centres, it now runs libraries, parks, 


adventure playgrounds and sports 
development programmes. 

It has also invested in affordable 
health and beauty services through 
Spa London, alongside a growing 
chain of budget gyms.

A CHURCH choir leader has been fined 



£1 50 for attempting to defraud the 
council by making an inflated claim after 
his car was damaged. 

Daniel Kelvin Eromosele, 41 , of Burcher 
Gale Road, Peckham, pleaded guilty at 
Greenwich Magistrates' Court on June 26 
to an offence under the Fraud Act. 

The court heard that his car was parked 
in Corelli Road, Kidbrooke, on August 1 6 
when his front window was accidentally 
damaged by a stone thrown up by a 
council grass strimmer. 

He was asked to submit a claim to the 
council's insurance section to cover the 
repair cost. 

His claim form said his insurance excess 
to replace the glass was £200. But a letter 
confirming the cost and an advice note 
from Autoglass had been overtyped by 
hand to read £200. 

The council's internal audit and anti-fraud 
team investigated and found Eromosele's 
insurance excess on his policy for glass 
replacement was £1 00. Evidence was also 
obtained from Autoglass that confirmed 
their advice note had been changed from 
£1 00 to £200. The company confirmed 
that Eromosele had paid just £1 00. 

As well as the fine, the court ordered 
Eromosele, a hotel manager, to pay 
prosecution costs of £607 and a £20 
victim surcharge. 


STUDENTS at a new college are on 
track for practical training, after the 
arrival of a decommissioned Tube 
carriage. 

The Royal Greenwich University 
Technical College on Woolwich Road took 
ownership of the 1977 Hammersmith and 
City line train last week - which is hoped 
will help produce the railway engineers of 
the future. 

The underground coach was delivered by 
a 130-tonne crane, before being lowered on 
to 30 metres of track which had been laid 
by Transport for London’s apprentices. 

The college opens its doors in September, 
offering hands-on experience and practical 
courses for 14 to 19-year-olds. 

The train carriage will be used as part 
of the school’s engineering syllabus, with

students learning to design and make 
modifications which can then be fitted and 
tested. 

The UTC will be housed in new and 
refurbished buildings on the Woolwich 
Road in Charlton, being completed at a 
cost of £10million - a joint venture funded 
by Greenwich Council with the University 
of Greenwich, the Wates Group and 
Transport for London. 

Royal borough council leader Cllr Chris 
Roberts said: “We are glad to be leading 
on this exciting project that will help to 
improve the skills and job prospects for 
young people.” 

Tricia Riley, TfL’s director of human 
resources said: “We recognise that there is 
a real skills shortage within the transport 


sector and are proud to be supporting 
future transport workers and engineers in 
this way. This new educational institution 
will help fill the gap and provide students 
with the technical knowledge they will 
need to pursue an engineering career.” 

Tom Barnes from the University of 
Greenwich - who has been leading the 
development of the UTC - said: “The 
delivery of the train, kindly donated by 
TfL, marks an important milestone in the 
development of the Royal Greenwich UTC. 
Not only does it symbolise the strong links 
of the UTC with business and industry, it 
also provides a fantastic opportunity for 
students at the school to become involved 
in practical engineering and business 
project work.”

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Return of 
the Macbeth 

IT'S never a token effort when Blackheath 
Halls stage their annual community opera. My 
own tone-deaf voice would have to be given 
the Spanish archer, but virtually everyone else 
has the chance to perform next to some of 
opera's top names. 

Take Giuseppe Verdi's Macbeth, which is 
raising the roof at 23 Lee Road as we speak. No 
fewer than 200 locals are in the orchestra and 
choir - including pupils from nearby Brooklands 
primary school - as the errant Scottish king 
comes a cropper at Dunsinane Hill. 

It's the seventh year of the Halls' community 
opera project, which has simply grown and 
grown.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk 


Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the advert.

Nearly 900 customers had a dip over the 
weekend and more than 5,000 swimmers 
have been attracted since the 50-metre 
heated pool was relaunched in March.
